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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-60 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for the allowance: 

3. With respect to independent claims 1 and 33, prior art fails to disclose or make 
obvious, in combination with other recited features of the claim limitations, method or 
apparatus for process monitoring, the method comprising the steps of receiving a 
sample made of at least two materials; scanning multiple targets such as to induce x-ray 
emission from the multiple targets, whereas the multiple targets positioned within a first 
region of the sample; detecting X-ray emitted from the multiple targets; and creating a 
map of at least the region of the sample indicating a status of the process in response to 
the detected X-ray emission from the multiple targets. 

Claims 2-32 and 34-60 are allowed by virtue of their dependencies on 
independent claims 1 and 33. 

Conclusion 

4. Okuda et al. disclose (6,855,930) for automatically inspecting a defect by an 
electron beam using an X-ray detector.
